of the Marine Corps from No. 226 South Fourth 
Street to No. 216 South Second Street, Philadelphia, 
has been accomplished, and business is now moving 
smoothly and with system in the new establishment. 
In addition to clothing, small arms and ordnance 
stores will be supplied from this depot, also, by 
recent arrangements, all such articles of equipage 
as post flags, camp colors, brooms, brushes, buckets, 
shovels, spades, axes and table ware. To accom- 
modate goods for manufacture and articles for issue 
has required the erection of more than 4,000 feet 
of shelving.

THe Bureau of Yards and Docks has sent adver- 
tisements this week to the San Francisco papers in- 
viting proposals for furnishing 49,000 cubic feet of 
dressed or dimension granite for the large dry 
dock at the Mare Island Yard. This dock, when 
completed, will be one oi the largest and best ar- 
ranged in the world. It was commenced in 1872 
and since then has cost, including the $191,000 ap- 
propriated for its completion this year, nearly $2,- 
800,000. The pumping plant, wh.ch was contracted 
for by a Philadelphia firm and finished last spring, 
is the most complete ever built in any country. The 
caisson with its fixtures and appliances is also most 
admirably arranged. The new pumps were tried 
some time ago and far exceeded the expectations 
of the officials in charge, seven millions of gallons 
being emptied in fifty-five minutes. The dock will 
be finished during the current fiscal year. 








THE Naval War College has opened its second 
term under somewhat discouraging auspices; inas- 
much as there is no appropriation to meet its ex- 
penses for the current year. It is fortunate, how- 
ever, that the resources of the Department are such 
that the failure of the appropriation does not ne- 
cessitate the closing of the institution. On the 
contrary, we believe that it is stronger than 
ever, and that it will continue to grow in favor in 
the Service in such a way as to demand attention 
from Congress. In another column we give an 
account of the opening exercises of the present term 
and a resumé of the address made on the occasion 
by Rear-Admiral Luce, the first President and the 
real founder of the institution. It is greatly to be 
hoped that the full text of this address, which, we 
are informed, was a most able presentation of the 
purpose and aims of the college, may be given to 
the Service at large.

There is no doubt, however, but that they will all 
receive their commissions in due season, including 
Sergeant Gray, of the 2d Infantry, in whose case 
there was some doubt. 





REAR ADMIRAL Luce had assembled the North 
Atlantic Squadron under his command at Newport, 
where it seemed probable there might be an oppor- 
tunity for some exercises by the fleet, that would 
prove of service to those officers who are pursuing 
the Naval College course. Itis obvious that more 
could be learned by close observation of a series of 
evolutions by a spectator with no responsibility, 
than by those directly engaged in controlling the 
work of a part of the fleet; hence the importance 
to all those officers of witnessing from the outside 
these exercises. But there seems to have been some 
mysterious current of cross purposes pervading the 
administration of affairs in the Department, for-the 
squadron has been broken up by the ordering of the 
Swatara, Galena, and Yantic to the Portsmouth 
Navy-yard for repairs. It is, perhaps, only a coin- 
cidence, that this Yard is situatedin Maine and that 
an election is soon to take place in that common- 
wealth. We must confess to a feeling that the 
movement is open to a very strong suspicion that 
the old order of things is not entirely done away 
with. It hardly seems possible that the Yantic, for 
instance, can stand in need of great repairs, consid- 
ering the length of time she spent at the Norfolk 
Yard last winter and that she was supposed to have 
been put in a condition fit for at least a two years’ 
cruise. The other vessels do, probably, need more 
or less done to them, but are they so far gone that 
the ‘‘ exigencies of the Service” require their being 
sent to a Navy-yard—and especially to the one in 
Maine—just at this particular juncture? 











THE advertisements for the new vessels of war 
did not appear on Saturday last, as was expected, 
and there is really no certainty now as to when 
they will be ordered. The delay is due to some im- 
portant changes which the Secretary has authorized 
in the plans of the 840-ton gunboat. This vessel, 
as originally designed, was to be constructed on the 
composite system, the frames to be of steel and the 
outer planking and decks of wood. The Secretary 
has suddenly discovered that the law authorizing 
the contruction of these vessels require them all to 
be built of steel. Although he believes the gunboat, 
as originally designed, would make the most efficient 
vessel, he proposes to comply with the law. He has 
accordingly directed the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair to prepare practically a new set of 
drawings and specifications for this gunboat. Naval 
Constructor WiLson has been called to Washington 
from his vacation, and is now busily engaged with 
a corps of draftsmen in altering the plans. The 
Secretary of the Navy is evidently not living in 
idleness at his country home in Lenox, for every 
day a telegram or two is received by the officials at 
the Navy Department suggesting some changes in 
the plans and advertisements for the vessels. Lieut. 
RopcGers, of the Bureau of Naval Intelligence, has 
been with him for some days, and it is presumed 
that they are together studying up and giving the 
final touches to the. papers connected with the new 
vessels. It is also possible that the Secretary con- 
siders this a good time and Lenox a good place to 
commence the compilation of his annual report, 
and has called Lieutenant Ropeers there to assist 
in the collection of data.

RECENT DEATHS, 

INTELLIGENCE has beeu received at the War De- 
partment of the death of Colonel Lewis C. Hunt, 
14th Infantry, Brevet Brigadier-General, U. S. A., 
which occurred at Fort Union, New Mexico, Sept. 6. 
No particulars concerning the cause of death were 
given, though it is known that he has been in failing 
health for some time. No officer in the Service was 
more thoroughly identified with it by ties of friend- 
ship and kinship. He was a son of Thos. F. Hunt, 
who died as Colonel and A. Q. M. General in 1856, 
and who received the brevet of Colonel May 30, 1848; 
the brother of General H. J. Hunt; the son- 
in-law of the late-General Silas Casey; the brother- 
in-law of his sons, Thomas L, and Edward, of/the 
Army, and Silas, of the Navy, and also of Colonel 
Robert N. Scott, 3d Art., and the uncle of Thomas 
L. Casey, Jr., of the Army, and the late Henry J. 
Hunt, Jr.,of the Navy, No man in the Service was 
more highly respected for his personal qualities. His 
service extended over a period of more than forty 
years from his entrance to the Military Academy as 
a cadet July 1, 1843. He graduated No. 33in a class 
of 35, which included among its members John 
Hamilton, Julian McAllister, O. B. Willcox, John 8. 
Mason, James B. Fry, Horatio G. Gibson, Ambrose E. 
Burnside, John Gibbon, Clement L. Best, Romeyn 
B. Ayres, Charles Griffin, Henry M. Black, Henry B. 
Hendershott, Tredwell Moore, Thomas H. Neill, 
W. W. Burns, Egbert L. Viele, August H. Seward 
and Peter W. L. Plympton. His earlier service was 
on the frontier, and in 1855 he bad attained the rank 
of Captain in the 4th U.S.Infantry. During the 
war he served with great credit. On the 2lst of 
May, 1862, he was appointed Colonel of the 924d New 
York Volunteers, received the brevet of Major May 
81, 1862, for his gallantry at Fair Oaks, and on the 
20th of November, 1862, was appointed Brigadier- 
General of Volunteers. He was promoted Major of 
the Mth U.S. Infantry June 8, 1863. For his gal- 
lantry at Kinston, N. C., he received the brevet of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and for his distinguished ser- 
vices throughout the war he received the brevets of 
Colonel and Brigadier-General U.S. Army March 
13, 1865. He was promoted Lieutenant-Colonel 
March 29, 1868, and Colonel of the l4th U.S. Infan- 
try May 19, 1881. His record of over forty years 
service is an unblemished one, and his death will be 
sincerely lamented by the many old comrades who 
survive him. 

Post CHAPLAIN EBENEZER W. Brapy, U. S. A., 
died at Fort D. A. Russell, Wyo., September 9. He 
served during the war as Chaplain of the 110th Ohio 
Infantry, and was appointed Post Chaplain Feb- 
ruary 19, 1884. 


GENERAL LLOYD ASPINWALL, @ prominent resi- 
dent of New York ep & died suddenly of apoplexy 
at Bristol, R. 1., Sept. 4. Gen. Aspinwall was born 
in New York 1n 1835. His first copnection with the 
State troops was ip 1853, when he enlisted as private 
in the 4th Regiment of Artillery. In 1854 he was ad- 
vanced to the staff. At the beganing of the war he 
was active in organizing the 22d Kegiment, and 
elected Jieutenant colonel, had command during its 
entire term of enlistment, and was promo to 
calorel.

JosePH SamPé, whose name, with that of De 
la Tour d’ Auvergne, the “first Grenadier of France, 
is one of the cherished traditions of the French 
Army, died recently at the Invalides, having 8 
a century of life. He was a decoré of the First Con- 
sul and a pet and pensionairre of the late Emperor. 
During the ltalian campaign Sampé, so youthful as 
to be termed Venfant de troupe, was a trumpeter of 
the 68d Regiment of the Line. In a severe engage- 
ment his colonel was shot and fell from his horse. 
Driven back by superior numbers, hissoldiers would 
have left him, presumed to be dead, on the field, 
when suddenly the little trumpeter cried out, ‘we 
cannot leave the body of our brave colonel behind 
us,” and with two others rushed back to recover his 
commander. Sampé alone reached the spot, his 
comrades being killed. Napoleon, hearing of his 
bravery, sent for him, and in the presence of the 
regiment gave him the ribbon of the Legion. For- 
wunately, too, for the colonel, he was not dead, but 
recovered from his wounds. 


GENERAL BENJAMIN F. CHEATHAM, a name famil- 
iar during the war, died at Nashville, Tenn., Sept. 
4. He had but recently been appointed postmaster 
of that citv. Gen. Cheatham served with distinc- 
tion early in the Mexican War as a captain of the Ist 
Tennessee Volunteers, commanded by Col. W. B. 
Campbell, and subsequently was appointed colonel 
of the 8d Tennessee Volunteers. In 1861 he joined 
the Confederate service, rose to major general, and 
took a prominent part in several battles. 


Mr. BENJAMIN THAXTER, the oldest merchant of 
Boston, died Sept. 6, in his 98th year. When Mr. 
Thaxter came to Boston he first found employment 
as supercargo of avessel bound to Mediterranean 
ports. On the return voyage the vessel stopped at 
Chest peake Bay, where it was captured by an Eng- 
lish man-of-war. Mr. Thaxter was held at that port 
as a prisoner, and was confined at the time the news 
of Commo. Perry’s great victory was received there. 


COLONEL FrRANcis L. Lex, who served with dis- 
tinction during the war as colonel of the 44th Massa- 
chusetts Infantry, died at Westport, N. Y., Sept. 2. 
His widow is the youngest daughter of Gen. James 
Wilson, of New Hampshire, a famous figure forty 
zo ago ip the politics of the State. Mrs. Johu 

herwood, of New York, isa member of the same 
family. He leaves five children, two sons and three 
daughters. 


Mr. Epwin M. Lawron, disbursing clerk of the 
War Department, who was stricken with paralysis 
last month, died Sept. 5, in his 53d year. The funeral 
took place Sept. 7, and was attendea by many of the 
Army officers, clerks, etc., on duty in Washington. 
Mr. Lawton was born in England, entered the Gov- 
ernment service in 1863, and was appointed disburs- 
ing clerk April 1, 1875. 


Tue death is announced from Paris of Donna 
Dolore de Frias at an advanced age. Her first hus- 
band was General Narcisso Lopez, who figures in 
history as the principal leader of the Cuban revolu- 
tion of 1851 and who was executed for his connec- 
tion therewith.

TROUBLE AT WEST POINT. 


A COURT-MARTIAL has beeu in session at West 
Point, this week, investigating what is regarded, 
by the authorities at least, as one of the most 
flagrant cases of disobedience and violation of rules 
and discpline that bas been witnessed at the 
Academy in many years. Tbe occurrence is thus 
described in the New York World of Tuesday last: 


The trouble began over a week ago. Each year the youn 
men who have been two years in the cadet tone ate —d 
mitted to spend the summer vacation away from the Acade- 
my. As the furlough class go off in a body, so do they come 
back in a like fashion, and for Ppa it has been the custom 
when the cadets in civilian mufti made their appearance on 
the plains for something of a college rush to take place on 
the part of the men in camp. 

The pilgrims were given a hearty welcome, with hand- 
shaking aud embracing. In the greeting it gencrally hap- 
pened that the high silk hats which the cadets off limits al- 
ways wear were smashed, and canes too were reduced to 
splioters. It was all taken in good part, and any compan 
of returning furloughers failing to get this old-time greet- 
ing would consider themselves in a measure, “cut.” Gen, 
Merritt knew of the custom, but concluded that it was an 
undignified performance, and so on Aug. 27 last, the da 
preceding the expected appearance of the absent second- 
class men, he issued an order directing that any greeting 
thought necessary should take place within camp lines. 
This order was rattled off by the cadet adjutant at the 
dress parade on the evening before and furnished the cadets 
a subject for their night chats. The general impression was 
that the order was a sharp one. On Saturday morning 60 
merry fellows tumbled up the long incline, calculating upon 
getting the noisy welcome. They caught sight of the camp, 
and behind the sentry line they saw the reception commit- 
tee of cadets, nearly three hundred strong. e new comers 
were not aware of the order of Gen. Merritt, and therefore 
could not appreciate the strain under which their compan- 
ions ia camp were suffering. It was the time-honored duty 
of the first-class men to do the proper thing at this point. 
but there was the order of Gen. Merritt, with all the penal- 
ties of disobedience, but before them on the plain, near the 
parked light battery, were their friends and companiona, 
full of expectancy, with light hatsand canes, waiting to be 
smashed, 

It was more than human nature, even in uniform, could 
stand, and when Cadet Fakett sent up a shout like a Co- 
manche and darted across the sentry-line to greet his par- 
ticular chum there was a general break, and soon there was 
a mixture of campers and comers engaged in a whirling 
dance of joy aud welcome. 

Lieut. Homer was officer of the day in command of the 
camp, and he with the cadet officer of the day under the 
battalion organization were on the scene in an instant. A 
sharp order to fall in, which they instinctively obeyed, 
brought the greeters to their senses. ‘They stood in line, 
while their names were taken; thirty-four in all there were, 
and all but two first-class men. 

Col, Hasbrouck, commandant of the corps, was duly no- 
tified and there wags nothing to do but to prepare charges 
against the men who had so flatly set at naught the orders 
of Gen. Merritt. To arrest the whole thirty-four would be 
doing things in too wholesale a fashion, so as a compromise 
the cadet officers who had taken part in the rush were 
picked out to stand their fate before a Court-martial. There 
were six of them: Capt. Jenkins, of South Carolina, and 
Lieut. Isham, of Illinois; Williamson, of Pennsy!vania, Mey- 
ler, of New Jersey: Peck, of New York, and Harman, of 
Virginia. They were placed under arrest, but not in con- 
finement, being permitted the limits of the post on honor. 
They take part in recitations, but not in the battalion for- 
mation at evening parade. 

Charges were duly drawn up and the particular article of 
war which the culprits had violated was duly set forth. They 
had not gone more than a dozen yards beyond the sentry 
line, but ee J had violated the special order, and for that 
they were cited to appear before a Court-martial, Thirteen 
officers made up the court, with Major Spurgeon, 2ist Inf.. 
the Cadet Commissary and Quartermaster, as President of 
the court, and Lieut. Febiger, of the Engineers, as Judge- 
Advocate. Lieut.-Col. Winthrop, the Law Professor, volun- 
teered to appear in defence of the young men, and on Sat- 
urday last the Court duly convened in the Academic build- 


ing. 

Lieut. Meyler was the first on the list putontrial. He 
asked for time to consult counsel and the Court adjourned 
till Monday. Yesterday was taken up with the evidence 
against the young lieutenant, who stands third in his class 
and like all the others he feels the position in which he is 
a very keenly. It was duly shown thatthe order had 

2en issued and the circumstances of its disobeyal told. The 
defence will open to-day. There will be no denial of the 
fact, but it will be shown in extenuation that there was no 
deliberate defiance of the order, but rather that under the 
habit of long usage the thirty odd were carried away on the 
spur of the moment and did that for which they are now 
heartily sorry. 

The matter has stirred up the post as it has not been agi- 
tated for many a year. The punishment may extend to ac- 
tual dismissal as the court may fix. If such ap extreme pun- 
ishment is decided upon it will require the sanction of the 
Secretury of War before being carried out. Anything short 
of this such as suspension or deprivation of privileges may be 
carried out by Supt. Merritt at once, There was one colored 
cadet among the incomers, but his fellow African in the 
corps remained in the camp, and his name is missed from 
the list. The six men arrested are in the front rank of their 
class in their studies and are very popular with everybod 
on the post. A week will probably elapse betore the tria 
are finished.

Tue Coston Electric Signals are, as a result of the 
experiments in the Defiance, to be further tried in 
the flagships of the Englisb Channel and Mediter- 
ranean Squadrons, in competition with the Very 
signal light, which they already carry.

Lorp GreorGEe HAMILTON, First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, replying to interrogatories in the House of 
Commons, Sept. 3, denied that any agent of the 
United States had access, through the firm of Sir 
Wilham Armstrong and Co., to the designs for naval 
vessels under confidential consideration by the 
British Government. 
REAR ADMIRAL JAMES E. Jovetrt and his board of 
paval inspectors arrived at Norfolk, Va., Sept. 3, 
and inspected the U. 8. 8. Dolphin. The board was 
brought over from Norfolk in the commandant's 
launch, and after the inspection a number of the 
visitors called on Capt. Brown before leaving the 
yard. The Dolphin, it is thought, will soon leaye 
the yard. 
Capt. Ropert L. PHYTHIAN, of the Trenton, it is 
said, has gone to Washiugton to_use his efforts in 
etting his ship sent to the New York yard. Other 
influence is at work Lo have the shipsent from here. 
Secretary Whitney, however, has promised that the 
ship shall “go out of commission at the Norfoik 
Navy-yard and be overhauled and repaired there.” 
—Norfolk Landmark. 
CoMMANDER 8S. H. BAKER, U. 8S. N., has been or- 
dered to take command of the store ship Mononga- 
hela at Coquimbo, Chili, as the relief of Lieut. 
Comdr. Geo. B. Livingston. The Monongahela, 
formerly asteam corvette, similar to the nde- 
roga, was transformed into a sailing vessel at the 
Mare Island Navy-yard, loaded with coal and stores, 
and, under command of Lieut. Comdr. Livingston, 
joined the South Pacific Station as store ship in 1884. 
‘he climate of Callao having been deemed un- 
healthy, on account of the prevalence of yellow 
fever during 1883, ’84, ‘85, the store ship was transfer- 
red to Coquimbo, a pleasant port with a good har- 
bor, in the northern part of Chili. The English 
squadron on the Pacific make Coquimbo headquart- 
ers for refitting and laying in stores. 
On Sept. 4 the U.S. S. Ir is sailed from Callao 
Bay, bound north, under orders from Rear Admiral 
McCauley. The Ir is was placed in commissiou 
at the Mare Island Navy-yard, on April 10, 1882, 
Comdr. James H. Sands, U. 8. N., commanding. In 
July of that. year the Jroquois sailed for the South 
Pacific Station, where she has remained since with 
the exception of seven months among the South Sea 
Island and the Australian colonies.

OUR COAST DEFENCES AND NAVY. 


In the short debate during the closing hours of 
the session of the Senate on the failure of the House 
to act with the Senate in making adequate appro- 
priations for fortifications the following colloquy 
occurred : 

Mr. Hawley—For many years we have done no- 
thing towards che fortifications along the coast, 
except to cut grass and occasionally to putupa 
brick that has fallen down or clear outa ditch. For 
many wx nothing has been given towards the 
renewal of the old works er to build substantial 
new ones. 

The bill came here this year from the House giv- 
ing $100,000, the old standard appropriation under 
which they painted a fence, cleaned a ditch, cut 
down a little grass, and put some black paint upon 
some honey-combed old gun along the fortifications 
and on top of some of our great works around our 
great harbors—notably I remember Fort Columbus 
in New York Harbor, where stand clumsy, old, use- 
less iron guns, which they dare not fire upon the 
rawparts lest they shake the walls down. 

The best of tbe forts have an 8-foot wall of gran- 
ite, thinning down to 5 feet, through three of which 
walls the modern rifle will send its projectile. Some 

eople think we can rely upon asand bank. The 
argest steel rifles made will send their projectiles of 
1,200 to 1,800 pounds throuch 70 feet of sand. 

‘The upshot of it is that we are absolutely defence- 
less, so far as coast defences are concerned, against 
modern ships of war, which can have their own 
sweet will sailing through the entrances of our great 
harbors. By carefully compiled statistics they may 
safely anchor at Portland, Boston, New York, San 
Francisco, and other great cities under the reach of 
our guns with property to the amount of $4.500,- 
000,000, these returns being taken from the official 
returns of taxable property in those cities. 

I need not discuss the condition of our Navy. We 
are not quite so badly off there because we hare a 
few respectable ships of the third, fourth, or fifth 
elass, and we have an excellent body of officers, and 
we have as many as the great number of about 
thirty steel guns very nearly done for the arma- 
ment of the Navy, a large majority of which are of 
the smallest size known in the use of the Navy. 

Mr. Edmunds—That is not one gun for a State. 

Mr. Hawley—It is not one gun fora Stute. A 6- 
inch steel gun carries a 100-pound projectile, and in 
the Washington Navy-yard we are finishing up 
about thirty guns, the majority of them of the 
smaller size. The work, though it is of limited ex. 
tent, bas been admirably done; but the heavy, rough 
forged parts of the 8 and 10-inch guns have been 
bought abroad, and we are absolutely dependent 
upon the mercy of foreign contractors for any guns 
we may make of the larger size. 

There 1s not a manufacturing establishment in the 
United States that can make thew, nor is there one 
vhat will contract to make them under the ordinary 
terms of an appropriation bill, use no w 
manufacturer would put in a new plant costing 

,000 or $1,000,000 or more to build these guus de- 
endivg upon an annual appropriation by Congress. 
fo sensible man would do it; no man ought to do it. 

We are building a few large guns by the leave of 
foreign countries, which can be forbidden in a mo- 
ment by their governments refusing to let us have 
those rough parts. But it is an essential element in 
nutional defence that we shall be able to make our 
own weapons of defence. The Army has not one 
single high power modern gun. It has some very 
pice little field pieces of steel; it hasa large num- 
ber of old 15-inch and 10-10ch guns, etc.; old cast-iron 
guns admirable in their time, and it has about 200

Mr. Gorman—The great trouble is, as all admit, 
that for 20 years past you have neglected the coast 
defences. No ample provision has been made for 
the construction of guns or to encourage manufac- 
turers to make the best classes of steel.

HOWARD AND THE BOUQUET. 


INCIDENT OF THE GRAND REVIEW OF 1865. 


AN incident of interest to those who were present 
in our National Capital at the close of the War, is 
thus related by an eye-witness: 

At the close of our bloody inter-State difficu'ties 
as will be remembered, one of the grandest military 
reviews of modern times took place In Washington. 
All the Armies of the Federal Government, both 
Regular and Volunteer, that had served in the Vir- 
givia and other contiguous campaigns, passed in re- 
view along the world-renowned Peunsylvania 
avenue before President Johnson and Cabinet, the 
Diplomatic Corps and Supreme Justices, and many 
foreign persons of rank. This wasiu May, 1865, only 
a little more than a month after the assassivation of 
Iancoln. It took the whole day to review the re- 
maining veteraus of the War, those who bad sur- 
vived the bullets and the fevers of the ** Old Domin- 
ion,” and not two days, as has been generally stated. 

The Army of the Potomac had just passed down 
the avenue on the memorable day in question, and 
Gen. Sherman rode at its head, some distunce abead 
of his staff. The avenue was black with enthusiastic 
spectators. A veritable sea of heads, rouring with 
excitement, greeted the veterans as they passed 
along. Each mounted General or staff officer's horse 
was ornamented with a wreath of flowers around 
its neck, made by the fair hands of patriotic ladies. 
Behind Sherman and staff, some distance off. rode 
Gen. Howurd with his single arm. The cheering was 
so intense that General Sherman’s animal. began to 

w restive, when the stand was reached that had 

nm erected in front of the Treasury building, and 
filled with girls dressed in white, bearing baskets of 
flowers which they flung at the Leroes of the victor- 
ious Army. Atthis point a handsome young lady 
stepped out to present an elegant bouquet to old 
Tecumseh, but his charger was too restive to admit 
of bis taking it, and the old bero exclaimed to an old 
soldier near, iv a sonorous voice, loud enough to be 
heard many feet off, “Give it to Howard.” The 
crowd shouted to Howard to take it, and the latter, 
putting his reins into bis mouth, placed a bouquet 
tbat be had been carrying already under bis surviv- 
ing arm, und gracefully accepted the sweet yon 
from the bands of beauty. The roar of the multi- 
tude at this act was said to have been as mighty as a 
cataract. Cheers rent the air for several winutes, 
and the scene was simply indescribable. Perbaps old 
Tecum or some of the heroes remember it yet. 














FUTURE GENERALS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Ir the Civil War isto be considered a criterion, 
none of the colonels or generals would perform any 
active service in the next war. The generals of that 
war will be the men who at its commencement were 
lieutenants, and probably 2d lieutenants, for many 
of our Ist lieutenants are as old to-day as the Lieu- 
tenant-General was at the end of the last war. The 
promotion from time to time that agitates the Army, 
and divides it into parties, each urginy ‘ts favorite, 
resolves itself into deciding which particular colonel 
shall hereafter, as brigadier-general, perform similar 
duties in an office in a city in citizen's clothes, with 
a staff of higher rank; and which particular briga- 
dier-general is hereafter, as major-geveral, to per- 
form similar duties in a larger city with a staff of 
still higher rank. 

As tbese officers are not to go into the field, can we 
not have some regular rule for their promotion that 
will prevent the excitement, bitterness and batred 
it now causes? 

It is reasonable that colonels should wish to be 
generals, and very natural that generals should wish 
to hold on to their positions as long as possible. 

Their incomes are comfortable a)though moderate. 
They have the advantages of cities for the educa- 
tion of their children and for society. Their duties 
are easy and agreeable, and, as any officer can per- 
form them, they have the advantages of leaves of 
absence without the expense other line officers in- 
cur. The position gives them social and official 
prominence, and among military men they are 
autocrats. 

They are “ not bothered by the damned soldiers,” 
which Prince John Magruder considered the beight 
of military bliss. “ Foey.”

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SURRENDER OF GERONIMO. 


Ir there is any service rendered by our Army of 
late years that demands public recognition and re- 
ward, it is that for which we are indebted to Gen- 
eral MiLEs and his soldiers in the capture of Gr- 
RONIMO and his band of marauders. No one who 
has not actually taken part in the campaign in Ari- 
zona can realize the difficulties of the task finally 
accomplished. The recognition of this service by 
the Lieutenant-General has been prompt and gener- 
ous, and it should set an example for the Army and 
for the country. Past experience gives little hope 
that an attempt will be made to reward the services 
of our soldiers in a substantial way, but at the very 
least, a general order should be issued, mentioning 
by name all who have especially distinguished them- 
selves by their zeal and efficiency. The recognition 
they have thus far received has been chiefly the 
kicks and cuffs of adverse criticism. New that they 
have silenced their accusers, it is little enough to 
ask that those whose duty it is to officially recognize 








merit should take advantage of the opportunity for 





speaking in their praise. It is nearly a quarter of a 
century since the attention of the country was 
fixed upon the grand battle fields where popular repu- 
tations were made, but, though that opportunity has 
passed, as we hope for ever, our Army has not 
ceased to thirst for the reward so dear to the soldier 
—the public acknowledgement of honorable service. 

Soldierly achievement has never been measurod 
by the extent of the field upon which it was dis- 
played, for the three hundred Spartans who fell at 
Thermopyle have the highest place in history. 
Nor is devotion to public duty to be judged alone 
by the sacrifice of life it involves, however much this 
may appeal to the popular imagination and to pub- 
lic applause. It is by the difficulties overcome that 
the service of our soldiers is to be judged, 
and the trials and hardships of the cam- 
paign in Arizona, thus happily brought to a 
close, have been abundantly set forth in the corres- 
pondence which has appeared in our columns, and 
is again presented in connection with this final epi- 
sode in a letter which appears elsewhere. 

We must await fuller information as to the exact 
terms of GERONIMO’s surrender before commenting 
upon it in detail, and meanwhile it is instruc- 


tive to read the article on the ‘ Apache 
Problem” by General GeorGe Crook, which 
apppears in the Journal of the Military 


Service Institution for September, as well as the 
** Apache Campaign Notes” of Lieutenant J. 8. 
PeTTiT, in the same periodical. General Crook 
shows how the invention of breechloading arms, 
adapted to use in the saddle, has changed the 
nature of warfare with all Indian tribes, and added 
to an almost incredible extent to the difficulties to 
be contended against and overcome in the case of 
the Apaches. In describing the organization of his 
system of scouts he answered a criticism made upon 
him by saying that the commanders of the Indian 
scouts have been, as a rule, selected ‘‘ fiom the 
younger officers whose health is still unimpaired, 
and whose ambition is a guiding motive, rather 
than from officers of more experience upon whose 
vigor and energy the effects of long service have 
begun to tell.” The Apache scouts, he says, ‘for 
this class of warfare, are as worthy of trust as any 
soldiers in the world, and in all the experience I 
have had with them have proved themselves ener- 
getic, reliable, truthful and honest.” There is un- 
doubtedly much difference of opinion as to this, and 
when we have fuller account ef the experience of 
General MILEs we may have further light upon the 
subject.

BATTERIES OF THE NEW CRUISERS. 


In the JournaL of August 27, appeared a com- 
munication from a naval correspondent, which 
commented seriously upon the alleged unprotected 
arrangement of the guns of the new cruisers. 
Thus far our correspondent’s grave exceptions have 
elicited no response in defence of the battery de- 
signs of the vessels, although it is desirable that the 
work of reconstruction of the Navy should be 
thoroughly discussed as to its effective details espe- 
cially. If we are to go abroad for a type of war- 
ship construction, not only adopting designs in toto 
but copying individual details, it is certainly best to 
consider both designs and details carefully with 
regard to their defensive as well as their offensive 
merits. The French have for some years been 
building ships with their heavy ordnance mounted 
in barbette-turrets, obviously a more secure ar- 
rangement for guns and gunners than that which 
we have copied from the British builders of setting 
the guns on sponsons, protected only partially by 
segmental shields ; yet the French are finding out 
that the armament of their best vessels is very 
inadequately defended against quick-firing and re- 
volving cannon of the HoTcHkKiss type. One of the 
most effective ships of the French Navy is now 
near completion at Brest, and will probably be ready 
for trial by the end of the year. Of this ship, Ze 
Yacht, a very ably edited marine authority, says : 

The Terrible is a warship similar to the Indomptable, and 
like her armed with two 42cm.,75 ton guns, in barbette 
turrets, one forward and the other aft, in addition to a bat- 
tery of 10cm. guns, on Vavasseur carriages, and revolving 
cannon. What strikes us at first sight of this ship is the very 
small protection of her enormous guns. Here are two great 

ieces of 42 cm. calibre, the largest in our service, in spite of 
he steel shield partially screening them, practically at the 
mercy of revolving and rapid firing cannon. All the action 
of Se gone, Oe aiming and loading, being operated by 


mechan means, the slightest damage to as le part of 
this machinery will disable the armament, This is truly a 
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circumstance that disconcerts our hopes and forces the 
question whether the barbette-turret system,so generally 
adopted in our navy, does not deserve the adverse criticism 
it has received. The experiments with the Provence have 
demonstrated *he destructive power of revolving cannon 
and the necessity of secure detence against the projectiles 
discharged by repeating ordnance. ‘lhe designers of bar- 
bette-turrets should carnestly consider the best mode of 
Gents that are not Ineapabl* of, pariiyzing the effectiveness 
of too many of our most valued warships. 

The experiments referred to with the Provence 
were prosecuted recently to test the effect of a ma- 
chine gun fire, at a range of 1,200 to 1,500 metres, 
on the deck and barbette batteries and tops of a 
hostile vessel. The officers and crew were repre- 
sented by dummies. The result showed that the 
HoTcHKIss revolving and quick firing cannon were al 
together too powerful for segmental or other shields 
and that batteries so protected would soon be inde- 
fensible. The Provence, which had been condemned, 
was towed to a convenient spot and was attacked 
by the Colbert, Duperré, Devastation and Redout- 
able at various short ranges, first Hotchkisses and 
then with musketry. The results, says Le Journal de 
la Marine, were terrible; the deck of the frigate was 
riddled with splinters of shells, which would cer 
tainly have put all the officers and gunners who 
were exposed hors de combat. 

The lesson taught by this trial has obviously 
made a serious impression upon the French 
experts, and should be carefully considered 
by our own designers. However fast our 
new cruisers may turn out to be—and 
we hope their sea speed will .be actual rather 
than hypothetical or based upon the illusive sugges- 
tions of a ‘* measured mile” test—they are intended 
to fight should the occasion come for fighting, and 
it is important that the defensive as well as the of- 
fensive features of their construction shall be as 
perfect as American science and execution can 


make them. 


RETIREMENTS IN THE ENGLISH SERVICE. 

OnE of the first acts of the new English adminia- 
tration is to suspend compulsory retirement, which, 
according to the Army and Navy Gazette, has re- 
sulted in ‘‘ financial paralysis with, as its only set- 
off, a long list of confiscated commissions and 
broken hearts.” ‘‘Purchase,” it adds, ‘‘was abolished 
avowedly to protect poor officers, who could not buy 
their steps, and yet the legislation which was 
evolved out of this identical measure eventually 
ruined many of the very men whose interests it was 
professed to be their desire to guard! It is now 
about two years since the Marquis of Salisbury spoke 
some touching words in the House of Lords regard- 
ing numerons sad cases that had come to his notice 
of officers scaitered over the face of the world, 
broken in spirits and professionally ruined through 
the penal awards attached, for the first time in the 
history of the army and navy, to misfortune. The 
German Army,” it concludes, ‘‘is cited as an ex- 
ample of the organization to be imitated. Many 
officers of that country have, in the last few years, 
been heard to observe—‘How is it that a practical, 
common-sense nation like England is dismissing 
wholesale from the Army officers, in the prime of 
life, who, if they are worth their sait, must have 
acquired experience which is invaluable, in order to 
make way for those who will need many years to 
acquire it?” 

A similar system has been applied to the English 
Navy, where promotion became so slow that officers 
remained on the active list, especially in the bigher 
ranks, long after arriving at the retiring age. In 
1870, during the period of Mr. CHILDERSs’s control 
as First Lord of the Admiralty, a scheme was 
framed by which the active list has been reduced to 
the number required by the actual wants of the 
Service, and provision for a regular flow of promo- 
tion has been made by enforced retiremen. for age 
and non serv ce afloat. 

The regulations at the present time in force in the 
English Navy require that admirals and vice-admi- 
rals retire at sixty-five years of age; rear admirals 
at sixty, or if their flag has not been hoisted for ten 
years; captuins at fifty-five, or at any age if seven 
years have elapsed since last service; commanders 
retire at fifty, and lieutenants at forty-five, or at 
any age after five years of non service; sub-lieu- 
tenants are retired at forty years of age. [Order in 
Council, Feb. 5, 1872.] Flag officers, captains, 
commanders, and lieutenants can retire some years 
before the age ot compulsory retirement, and their 











retired pay, all or part of it, may be commuted for 
alump sum. Staff captains are retired at sixty, or 
at any age after non-service for seven years; staff 
commanders retire at fifty-five, and navigating 
lieutenants at forty-five, or after five years of non 
service; chief engineers retire at fifty-five, or after 
five years since last service; chaplains retire at the 
age of sixty, or after five years of non-service; 
medical inspectors and deputy inspectors of hos- 
pitals retire at sixty, or after five years of non-ser 
vice; fleet surgeons, staff surgeons, and surgeons 
are retired at fifty-five, or after five years of non- 
service; paymasters retire at sixty years of age; 
paval instructors are retired at sixty, or after three 
years of non-service. These officers can obtain 
permission to retire five years before reaching the 
age when retirement is compulsory. The object of 
these regulations has been to favor promotion, the 
employment of none but vigorous men, and the re- 
duction of the active list to the number deemed 
necessary for the Service. 








Tue Army and Navy Hospital at Hot Springs, 

Arkansas, will be open to patients some time during 
October. Due notice of the opening will be given 
by circulars from the War and Navy Departments, 
containing all necessary information’as to the par- 
ticular classes of disease which may be benefited 
by treatment there, and as to the proper procedure 
for obtaining admission. Major D. L. HUNTINGTON 
is now engaged upon these circulars, and they will 
be issued as soon as Major Ricuarp S. Vickery, the 
surgeon recently designated to take charge of the 
‘hospital, has reported that everything is in readi- 
ness for the presence of patients. The hospital 
will be practically under the control of. the Army, 
though surgeons of the Navy will be detailed for 
duty there whenever a sufficient number of sailor 
patients have arrived to require their presence. 
Details of Army and Navy surgeons will be inade 
by the Secretaries of War and Navy, respectively, 
in such numbers as may be deemed necessary. The 
selections will depend a good deal on the officer in 
charge, and, of course, no details will be made un- 
til he has learned how many patients are expected 
at the opening. The JourNAL of June 19 contained 
an announcement of the issue of a General Order, 
No. 36, prescribing rules and regulations for the 
government of the hospital. It 1s to be known as 
the ‘‘ Army and Navy General Hospital,” and is to 
be restricted to members of the two Services and the 
Marine Vorps. A charge for subsistence, not to ex- 
cee] $1.50 a day, will be made against officers un- 
der treatment, and the rations of enlisted men will 
be commuted at 30 cents per day, to be paid to the 
surgeon in charge. The order provides that— 

The organization of this hospital shall include one medical 
officer of the Army, who shall be the surgeon in charge, and 
who shall be detailed by the Secretary of War; such medical 
assistants from the Army or Navy as may be deemed neces- 
sary, detailed by the Secretary ot War, or by the Secretary 
of the Navy: one officer of the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment of the Army, who shall also be Acting Commissary of 
Subsistence, if required, detailed by the Secretary of War; 
one hospital steward, and such civil employees as may be 
necessary for the proper service of the hospital, in accord- 
ance with the act of Congress gpercectates money for the 
mayment of such employees. e civil employees of the 

ospital shall be selected by the surgeon in charge with a 
view to their fitness and capacity, and upon the approval of 
the Secretary of War. The surgeon in charge is authorized 
to prepare such rules and regulations for the internal gov- 
ernment of this hospital as may be, in his opinion, necessary 
and proper for the maintenance of discipline and for the in- 


terests of the institution, subject to the approval of.the Sec- 
retary of War. 








WE have received a fuller account of the trial of 
the 8 inch steel breech-loading rifle at Sandy Hook, 
Sept. 1 and 2, which we reported last week. The 
gun was fired ten rounds at a 3,000-yard target to 
determine the relative accuracy of two widths of 
projectile bands on trial. The charge was 100 
pounds of DuPont's powder, with a 285 Ib. projec- 
tile. The velocities were uniform, being 1,780 feet 
(nearly) at 150 feet from the muzzle of the gun. 
The bands differed in width by 0.2 of an inch, and 
the results of five rounds with each were in favor of 
the wider band, with which the following results 
were obtained: 

a ea evan roms contee of packs 18 foe. 

Mean deviation from centre of impact, 2.46 feet. 

The pressures in the bore of the gun were nearly 
uniform and somewhat below 35,000 pounds per 
square inch. The regular proof rounds will not be 
fired until a sufficient quantity of the new grade of 
powder, which DuPont is now manufacturing, has 


been furnished. 








IN accordance with the provision of the recent 
law appropriating one million dollars towards the 
armament of the vessels of war soon to be adver- 
tised for, and for the unfinished monitors, the Naval 
Ordnance Bureau are preparing advertisements in- 
viting bids from American steel munufacturers for 
supplying guns in rough for all the vessels. Commo, 
SICARD ran down to Washington from his resting 
place in New York for a few days this week to put 
the finishing touches on these advertisements. They 
are now complete, and only await the approval of 
the Secretary before publication. 








In his contribution to Outing for September, en- 
titled ‘‘ After Geronimo,” Lieutenant John BigELow, 
10th Cay., U. 8. A., has the criticism that follows : 


We should have a more honest and generally better class 
of colored men in the Army if our colored regiments were 
recruited exclusively by officers of those regiments; for, as 
compa to the general run of officers they are better 
judges of colored people. I see from recent orders that now, 
when our troops are not even taught the use of their arms, 
they are to be taught the waving of a signal torch and flag 
and disk,and what not,and monthly reports of this wig- 
wag, as the drill was called at West Point, are to be furnished 
the Chief Signal Officer of the Army, which means more 
scribbling for the Lieutenants. 








In the absence of the President and Secretary 
ENpIcorTt, there is absolutely nothing new to chron- 
icle in connection with the appointment of a Chief 
of Engineers and a Surgeon-General. It is hardly 
possible that either of these places will be filled be- 
fore the return of the President. 








THE provision in the bill appropriating funds for 
the new cruisers, requiriug that all materials used 
shail be of domestic production, is, in our judgments 
a wise one. Tosecurea permanent reorganizatiou 
of our offensive and defensive power over land ard 
sea we must recognize and develop the material 
and inventive resources upon which we shall have 
to depend iu the event of foreign war. It is igno- 
rance of our home resources, or a want of disposi- 
tion or ability to make use of them, which has 
prompted the call for foreign material. This was 
shown notably in the discussion upon the bill provid- 
ing for the new cruisers. We recall particularly 
the exception taken by Senator McPherson, 
of New Jersey to the provision of the bill 
above referred to, on the ground that he 
had been informed that it would be 
a benefit to permit the importation of a 
small number of articles pertaining to evgines. There 
were other interpellatious of a similar character in 
Senate and House. It is understood that Senator Mc- 
Pherson’s informant was Mr. Cramp, of Phila- 
delphia, and that the conspicuous default of Ameri- 
can ingenuity sought to be remedied by a resort to 
British workshops was the Corrugated Boiler Fur- 
nace. 

Inu the JourNnAL of last week we stated that this 
furnace is of American origin. For some years it 
has been produced at Leeds by the Leeds Forge Co., 
the British Patent Law allowing anyone to secure 
the patent of an invention not previously entered 
in the Office. It is now used in the best ships 
of the merchant marine7and the Royal Navy; 
in fact no first class steamer of modern construction 
would be considered perfectly appointed in ber 
boulers, if the corrugated furnaces were notin use. 
But it is not necessary for us to go abroad for them, 
as the corrugated furnacus of Montgomery’s inven- 
tion can now be obtained in this country. Messrs. 
T. F. Rowland and Co., of the Continental Iron 
Works, Brooklyn, have been for some months erect- 
ing the plant for the production of the Montgomery 
furnace, and are now ready tosupply them. Thecor- 
rugated furnaces turned out by this firm will be 
couaterparts in all respects of those made at Leeds; 
of guaranteed strength after test by hydraulic pres- 
sure of 300 lbs. per square inch, and of any size not 
exceeding the maximum now required of 8'¢ feet 
length and4 feet internal diameter. 








As sHOWING that the recent order of Secretary 
Whitaey is not the outcome of anew idea or of recent 
origin, the following extract from a letter addressed 
to Hon. John P. Hale, while Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Naval Affairs, by Gideon Welles, Sec- 
retary of the Navy,1s interesting. The letter is dated 
March 25, 1862: “ * * * I have already given 
orders to construct fifteen and twenty-inch guns, 
but their manufacture is attended with great dif-

Tue Transcaspian Railway, the first in Central 
Asia, was completed as far as Merv in July last, 
having a total length of 700 versts (500 mi'es), agreat

than 30 days, but is now passed iu 12 hours. It is 
now being continued in such a way as to pass by 
Bokbara, and will reach as far as Samarkand. The 
railway was originally the idea of Gen. Skobeleff, 
and the firs; section of it was made immediately 
after the capture of the Akhal Teke oasis. Before 
the year is out it will have reached almost to Sa- 
m irkand, which is 1,000 miles from the Caspian Sea, 
but only 500 from Peshawur. Lord Beaconsfield has 
the credit of giving to Russia her first great impulse 
towards new frontiers in Central Asia, the begin- 
nings of the Afghan trouble being found in Bosnian 
and Herzegovinian questions. 








A COURT-MARTIAL is to be ordered for the trial of 
Captain Wm.S8. Johnson, U. 8. Army, retired, on the 
charge of duplicating his pay aceouut. Two accounts 
for the same month were recently paid; one by the 
Paymaster in New York and the other in Washing- 
ton. Asneither were presented by him in person 
the presumption is that they were both hypothi- 
cated.

GERONIMO CAPTURED AT LAST. 


THE news of the capture of Geronimo and his fol- 
lowers was received early in the week. General 
Howard telegraphed to A. G. O. Sept. 4: 

Gen. Miles has returned to Fort Bowie with Natchez, the 
son of Cochise ; Geronimo and his brother, with three other 
Apaches, as prisoners of war. They surrendered uncondi- 
tionally Sept. 4. Capt. Lawton is followed with the remain- 
ay! = the hostiles, thirty-six adults and three children 
n all. 

A Washington despatch of Sept. 7 says: ‘Gen. 
Drum, Acting Secretary of War, was in good spirits 
on account of the surrender and said it was the end 
ot a war running with brief intermissions through 25 
years, and Gen. Miles deserved credit for his vigor- 
ous work. Capt. Lawton had also distinguished 
bimeself as a gallant officer and his pursuit of the 
hostiles under adverse conditions and hardships was 
thoroughly commendable.”’ 

Later orders are to the effect that the Apache and 
Warm Spring tribes are to be sent at once to Fort 
Marion, St. Augustine, Fla., with the exception of 
Gerovimo and other Apaches recently captured. 

A later despatch says: 

Capt. Lawton arrived at Fort Bowie Sept. 8 with all of the 

Apache prisoners except four bucks and three squaws. who 
failed to surrender as prom . Gen. Miles immediately 
placed Geronimo, Natchez, and the rest of the band undera 
strong guard and hurried them to Bowie station, where a 
specia] train was in waiting to bear them to Fort Marion, 
Pia, The captives are iv charge of Capt. Lawton, who will 
see them safely to their destination. 
Col. Langdon, U. S. A., commandant of Fort Ma- 
rion, is making energetic poqparetians for the re- 
ception of the Indians who will number nearly 500. 
Gen. Miles has been the recipient of innumerable 
congratulations on his success. Among these are the 
following:

On Wednesday, Sept. 1, 
however, Capt. Lawton thorght that the proper 
time had come to bring negotiations or parleying to 
a close. Accordingly he sent word to Geronimo 
that if he wanted to talk to Gen. Miles he must seek 
an interview at Fort Bowie. The captain thought 
that very likely the hostiles would makea break 
when Gen. Miles’s ultimatum was delivered, and 
had taken every precaution to capture or kill them 
should they do so; but they made no attemptof any

Notwithstanding all reports, Geronino is not 
wounded, nor has he been during the campaign. 
Capt. Lawton has exercised the greatest vigilance 
over the scouts in his command. He always has a 
dark suspicion of treachery on their part. Their 
cartridges were counted to them and they were or- 
dered to return the shells under penalty of death for 
disobedience or failure. 

A newspaper despatch from Washington, Sept. 9, 
says: 

The War Departmentis ina great deal of trouble over 
what shall be done with Geronimo now that he has been cap- 
tured, Gen. Howard has telegraphed that Geronimo has 
surrendered unconditionally. Gen. Miles’s despatch says: 
“The hostile Apaches surrendered tothe troops in the field 
as prisoners of war."’ Geronimo himself says that he trusts 
to the mercy of Gen. Miles, but expects to be treated asa 
prisoner of war. Just before Gen. Crook was relieved and 
Gen. Miles was putin command the former informed the 
War Department that Geronimo was ready to surrender asa 
prisoner of war. The War Department, at the suggestion 
of the President, informed Gen. Crook that it did not desire 
bis surrender in that way. Gen. Crook then said that he 
would issue orders that he should be taken dead or alive. 
The War Department informed the Genera! that that would 
not be satisfactory to the Department. Gen. Crook then 
asked to be relieved. Geronimo came down from the 
mountains and surrendered. He was ready to do this, ac- 
cording to Gen. Crook's report, five months ago. 

Gen. Drum, Acting Secretary of War, has instructed Gen. 
Miles to take Geronimo and his band toa secure place of 
confinement, and while it is not yet known at the part- 
ment where they have been taken, it is surmised that the 
captives have been removed to Fort Bliss, Texas, or some 
neighboring post. 

, WILLcox, ARIZONA, Sept. 9. 

A special train of three cars left Bowie station at 
3 Pp. M., yesterday, having ou board Geronimo, 
Natchez, and other hostiles in charge of Ce Law- 
ton, bound for Fort Marion, Fla. Gen. Miles goes 
with them to El Paso, and thence to Albuquerque 
to meet the train containing other Indians from the 
Apache reservation, who will be taken to Florida 
via Kansas City, St. Louis, and Atlanta. Intense 
enthusiasm prevails throughout the Territory over 
the knowledge that at last the murderous Apaches 
have been disposed of. 

A despatch to the New York Herald from Tomb- 
stone, A. T., Sept. 9, says: 

Some interesting tacts regarding the part taken by Gen. 
Miles in securing the removai of the hostile Apaches from 
Arizona have come to the knowledge of your correspond- 
ent. When Chatto at Washington was petted and praised by 
the various Departments, and it was decided that he should 
return to the San Carlos Reservetion and receive proper 
treatment, and the Secretary decided to have him return, 
they started him from Washington without notifying Gen. 
Miles. This that officer very properly considered a d ur- 
teous proceeding on the part of the Government, and at 
once wired a vigorous egy against the return of the mau- 
rauder, and ordered that he and his companions be mean- 
while detained in Kansas until Secretary Endicott could be 
heard from. The Secretary telegraphed to Gen. Miles that 
if good and sufficient reasons were not presen to him at 
once Chatto and his friends would be sent to the reservation 
at Fort Smith. 

The reply of Gen. Miles is worthy of the man and the occa- 
sion. Heat once notified Secretary Endicott that he would 
forward his reasons for not desiring the return of the 
Apaches to the reservation. Here isa portion of the reply : 

* You ask me why I desire the removal of the Apaches 
from the Territory? I will tell you in as few words as possible. 
Iask itin the name of the Territory whose prospects acd 
progress have beon blasted and retarded by the fiendish 
cruelties cf those Indians. I ask it in the name and on he- 
half of the widows and fatherless children whose lives have 
been wrecked and whose future has been darkened by the 
murdering raids of these fiend«. Iask it inthe name of the 
thousands of lives that have been offered up asa sacrifice to 
the reservatiop system. Finally, I ask it in the name of 
civilization, which can never make an advance in this Terri- 
pew d so long as the Indians are allowed periodically to ter- 
rorize the country.” 

The latest informatiin is that General Drum has 
ordered the surrendered hostiles te be sent to San 
Antonio until a determination is arrived at as to 
their final disposition. 








THE Sacramento Bee has a long accountof H. 
Brickwedel who, it says, pees through the city re- 
cently on his way to San Francisco to report to Gen. 
Kelton asa 2d lieutenant. The Bee says: “Brick- 
wedel is one of the best rifle shots iu the country, and 
while serving und 2r Capt. Lawton had ample oppor- 
tunity to exercise his marksmanship on the Apaches. 
Some time ago he was ordered to Fort McDermit, 
where he was whena commission of 2d lieutenant 
reached bim and he was ordered to report to Gen. 

Brickwedel 
was taken by surprise at his promotion, which was 
the result of a recommendation from Gen. Miles to 
the War Department.’’

COLONEL BATCHELDER'S VIEWS. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 8. 


COLONEL BATCHELDER, of the Quartermaster- 
General’s office of the U. 8S. Army, who went to 
Charleston in erder to make an official report upon 
the condition of Affairs there and to deliver to the 
city authorities the Army tents, returned to this city 
late on Tuesday night. 

** Are the people of Charleston in much distress ?” 
asked a Post reporter of the Colonel. 

“Mentally, yes, but otherwise, no. The recur- 
rence of the shocks is enough to keep them distressed 
in mind, but railroad communications are all open, 
and there is plenty to eat and drink. The people 
have everything in their bouses that they need. It 
is true that the frail, breakable articles, such as va- 
ses, pictures, and looking glasses, are broken, but 
these can hardly be considered necessaries. The 
loss will fall principally upon the owners of real es- 
tate and not upon the people at large. It is said that 
these owners lived on their rents, spent all the 
money as soon as they got it, and consequently will 
find it a bard matter to rebuild, but 1 don’t know 
Ho he 1 atall about that. lt is merely arumor I 

eard.”’ 

‘*Then you think the reports published in the 
newspapers from Charleston are exaggerated ?”’ 

** Not in regard to the amount of damage done.”’ 

** But in regard to the prevalence of distress ?”’ 

* Certuinly, yes. I did not see any of the pitiable 
eases of distress the papers tell about. The business 
section of the city is in ruins. There is scarcely 
a brick house in that portion of the town which will 
not have to be torn down. But most of the people 
in Charleston live up in the northern portion of the 
city, and nearly every residence is wooden. These 
buildings remain intact. The only damage they have 
sustained isin the loss of chimneys and the break- 
ing off of the plaster, making the walls look less 
even and pretty than they were before. There is no 
reason why the people should not return to these 
houses, except that they are afraid. But there is no 
danger to be apprehended in them. No one was 
killed in a house during the earthquake, but all 
those who died were killed in the streets. No 
one was killed by a wooden house, but all the dead 
came to their end through the falling of brick stores 
and warehouses. lt would be a good thing for 
Charleston to haveastorm and make the people 
get into their houses, and they would then find that 
they bad plenty of good shelter there.” 

“This morning’s papers describe how an immense 
crowd of sufferers (all colored) gathered in front of 
the supply wareroom and clamored for their rations, 
and say that ‘they were a pitiable lot of people, 
saree gaunt, and sad.’ Are things in that condi- 
t on ” 

The Colonel smiled knowingly as he replied: 

“The distribution of rations couid be done with 
just as much propriety as here. Suppose that you 
were to issue a notice that the colored people of 
Washington were to be fed at the Corcoran Build- 
ing, you would nave 50,000 of them ‘clamoring for 
their rations.’ That is just the case at Charleston. 
The negroes know that money ie being subscribed 
and sent to Charleston to relieve the sufferers from 
the earthquake, and they want their shere of it. As 
for the working classes, the earthquake is a 
benefit to them, for it provides them with plenty of 
employment at higher prizes than they were earn- 
ing before. Now,I don’t want you to understand 
meas wanting to prevent the sending of money 
from charitably disposed persous to Charleston, for 
they can make use of all they have got and all they 
can get.” 








ADMIRAL SIMPSON’S ARTICLE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Ir must be satisfactory tor the Service at large to 
find that the Navy has not lost the pen of Admiral 
Simpson, now that be has retired from the more 
active duties of his profession. 

In bis article in “* Harper’s Magazine ” for Septem- 
ber, he bas presented very forcibly the inutility of 
expending any more money in the development of 
the League Island Naval Station, either as a repair 
ing or constructing yard. The antagonism of the 

rivate shipbuilding interests of the vicinity and the 
immense cost of fillmg in, preparatory to the erec- 
tion of buildings are alone reasons for abandoning 
itasa Naval Station, and the necessity of a fresh 
water basin or river for ironclads has n proven 
by those nations largely possessing them to be imag- 
inary. 

What has been written by Admiral Simpson of the 
geographical, climatic, defensive and other advan- 
tages of the Norfolk Yard bas been well and wisely 
said. Itisastation to which immediate attention 
should be paid. 

In rega to the geographical and defensive ad- 
vantages of New London the statement of Admiral 
Simpson can hardly be controverted; but the dis- 
advantages of climate, restricted anchorage and 
channel, difficulty and cost of grading, absence of 

lant, limited s1ze of present site and the fact that 

he necessary materiel and personnel would have to 
be brougbt there from some distance outweighs all 
the advantages claimed. The proximity of the New 
York Navy-yard, with al] the possibility of its future 
extension both along its immediate water-front and 
by the reconstruction and development of the Cob 
dock, would seem to forbid the addition of one more 
struggling Navy-yard to the already too large num- 
ber existing. 

But what [ particularly desire to speak of is the 
docking plant and facilities proposed by Admiral 
Simpson at New London. 

He proposes, in bis article, the system of floating 
docks, shallow basins and murine railways. This 

system, after a patent granted in 1843 to Messrs. 
kin and Moody, was placed in the old Navy-yard 
at Philadelphia and also afterwurds in the Navy- 


For the purpose intended of docking vessels this 
system has been a waste of money, amounting to 
about $2,000,000, and bas been used of late only at 
rare intervals, for hauling out ships for rebuilding. 
A Navy-yard official would be considered rash to 
the verge of madness who would undertake the 
hauling up, in this manner, of a 6,000 ton ironclad 
like one of those about to be builf. ‘ 

The process alone of placing the floating dock with 
&@ vessel upon it in the shallow basin is a delicate one 
requiring great care to get the bottom of the sec- 
tional dock in a perfect plane to correspond to the 
bottom of the basin. 

Marine railways are in use now only for compara- 
tively small vessels and shipowners and under- 
writers as arule decline to subject large merchant 
steamers to the risk of being bauled out im this man- 
ner, and wuch less should the costly war vessels of 
modern build and complicated machinery be subject 
to such danger. 

Excavated docks, both by our own experience aud 
oy the experience of the naval and maritime world, 

afford the best and almost the only safe facilities for 
docking large ships. 

Being built of sufficient size for the largest vessels, 
eek of course, include facilities for the smallest and 
with an extra caissou and stops can be subdivided 
° as to be capable of receiving two vessels at one 
time. > 

Whether built of granite, concrete or wood, the 
graving o1 dry dock affords the best possible advan- 
tages for the purpuse of cleaning vessels,. for their 
repair, or even for their construction. .H.S

PURCHASE OF FOREIGN DESIGNS. 


THE Nautical Gazette quotes an article from the 
London Fairplay on “the Admiralty Ring,” which 
says: 
It is a matter of undeniable fact that Sir Nathaniel Bar- 
naby, at the beginning of last winter, visited the United 
States for the purpose of selling man-of-war designs of the 
most improved type to the Government of that country. It 
is also an established fact that Mr. W. H. White held at the 
time the position of Director of Naval Construction at our 
Admiralty, with rmission to do certain work for Messrs. 
Armstrong and Mitchell. Sir N. Barnaby, of course, will 
not admit that he sold Admiralty plans and Ccesigns, but as a 
pensioner he claims a right to give his services to and act in 
the interests of Messrs. Armstrong and Mitchell, and so the 
ny by thus completed ; and it the Americans had not taken 
up the matter as they did this Ring would probably have 
epeset considerably more than just the sum of £5,000 for 
ns. 
PAwonE other statements published in America may be 
noticed the following: “Jt is true that our Navy Depart- 
ment is in possession of copies of every design of value re- 
lating to naval construction that has been prepared by the 
British Goverrment. Ex-Secretary Chandler says that un- 
der his administration it was the business of the Department 
to secure such information, and that the United States Gov- 
ernment could duplicate the cues of the latest improve- 
ments in the possession of the British Government ;” and 
the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL, an authority much re- 
spected in New York, and one of the most conservative 
organs of that city. says, editorially: “The Navy Depart- 
ment has entered into some arrangements with Sir Nathaniel 
Barnaby, the Armstrongs, and other English parties for 
assistance in making the plans of new vessels, and $25,000 
have been paid for plans now in the custody of the Naval 
Department.”

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


Senator John A. Logan appears in the triple 
character of legislator, politician, and soldier, in all of 
which be has a national reputation. His work, “ The 
Great Conspiracy; its Origin and History,” published by 
A. R. Hart and Cu.. New York, is rathera litical than a 
military record. Its main object is toshow that the Rebel- 
lion was the culmination of a conspiracy to change the ex- 
isting order of national government, having its ramifi- 
cations throughout the North and West, as well as in 
the South. In early days the tariff question was made the 

retext for discontent ; in later years slavery was the issue. 

n both cases the motive for agitation was the same ; the 
dismemberment cf the Union and the establishment of a 
Southern Confederacy which should ultimately dominate 
this continent. The division was on the lines of a mistaken. 
but undoubtedly sincere, conviction, as to the correct form 
of government. How narrowly the conspiracy failed of suc- 
cess, and at what a cost we have purchased the freedom of 
which it would have deprived us, we ali know. Gen. Logan 
tells the story graphically, and with that earnestness of con- 
viction and warmth of feeling winch characterize him. His 
conclusion is that “the old chieftains intend to take no more 
chances. ‘Lhey feel that their Great Conspiracy is now as- 
sured of success inside the Union. They hesitate not to de- 
clare that the power, once held by them snd temporarily 
lost, 1s regained. Like the Old Man of the Sea they are now 
ontopand they MEAN TO KEEP THERE—IF THEY CAN.” 
(The italice, capitals, and small caps. are his.) But it is 
bard to see how complaint can reasonably be made, so long 
as the work goes on inside the Union, and in the exercise of 
strictly legal rights. For General Logan’s comfort it is well 
to remember that * the old chieftains” are no more immor- 
tal than General Logan, and that the controversy, to which 
they were parties, will soon be transferred to the happy 
hunting grounds. A new generation is coming forward, is, 
indeed, already occupying the land, and to them the ques- 
tions that divide us are historical curiosities—rather than 
living and vital issues. Sectional lines are not dividing 
them, at least not the sectional lines which once separated 
North from South. But General Logan thinks differ- 
ently, and in this volume he presents his view most inter- 
estingly, as well as most any; His work has the value 
belonging to contemporanccus history and is a statement 
concerning some of the most notable events in our history 
by one who was a prominent actor inthem. Whatever 
may be thought of General Logan as a political leader 
there can be no dispute that he'has a most noble record as a 
soldier. His ardent temperament makes him in all 
things a partisan and so far unfitted to view things in the 
“dry light” which is proper to those who venture upon his- 
torical statement. 


The proceedings of the 17th annual reunion of the 
Association of the Graduates of the U.S. Military Academy at 
West Point June 10, 1886, appear in a neat pamphlet volume 
of 160 pages. The Necrology List for the year contains 35 
names, many of them distinguished in the history of their 
country, including Grant, Hancock and McClellan. The last 
pages of the volume contain portions of letters written to 
nis wife by Mr. George Ticknor when he was one of the 
Joard of Visitors at West Point in 1826. They are very in- 
teresting and in one dated June 17, 1826, we find the follow- 
ng: “ n.

The September number of the “ Century” has an 
article by Gen. Pleasonton upon “ The Successes and Fail- 
ures of Chancellorsville;” ‘Jackson's Attack upon the 
Eleventh Corps,” by Gen. O. O. Howard; * Sedgwick’s As- 
sault at Fredericksburg,’ by Col. Huntington W. Jackson,” 
and “ Chancellorsville Revisited by General Hooker,” by 
Samuel P. Bates. These articles are all illustrated, and 
besides these the “Century” adds to its war literature a 
age and a half of “* Memorenda,” which contain an account 
by Gen. Colston of how Lee had daily information of Hook- 
er’s movements, a paragraph by Gen. Anderson on “ the Re- 
serve at Antietam,” a letter from Joel Benedict Erhardt ou 
“General Grant’s Reasons for Relieving General Wm.

FALL MANCEUVRES. 

In a recent well written article, the New York 
Times points out the importance of autumn manceu- 
vres as a factor in the instruction of State as well 
as National troops. Various plans are proposed to 
carry the scheme into execution, and all are admir- 
able, but to all there is the objection that as long as 
the organization of our military system is kept on 
its present basis, any attemptat autumn manceuvres, 
as proposed, can be nothing else but an illusion. 
There are abundant troopsin New York and Brooh- 
lyn for manceuvres to any extent, and the surround- 
ing country offers excellent opportunities for thei. 
Long Island affords every facility for the repulse 
of a simulated attack from the ocean, while West- 
chester county possesses every feature to illustrate 
the repulse of an enemy advancing upon us 
from the North. No doubt the addition of the Con- 
necticut and New Jersey National Guard, and the 
Army and Navy troops, would add still more valuable 
features to manceuvres as proposed. Nobody re- 
cognizes these facts more thoroughly than the 
ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL. 

In dealing with the subject, however, we have to 
look the existing condition of things squarely in the 
face. That our troops receive too httle field instruc- 
tion is a well recognized fact, and officers who know 
this have at various times endeavored to s»mewhat 
supply the want by ‘field days,” **sham battles,” 
* marches,’’ camps, etc., etc. All these were neces- 
sarily carried on on a small scale and of very short 
duration, and their benefits, if any, but limited. 

Looking at the National Guard, we find, first, that 
service under its banners is entirely voluntary, 
without remuneration or compensation. Its per- 
sonnel consists of afclass each individual of which 
depends for existence upon his daily civil 
efforts, be they in the halls of science, the bauking 
house, or in the mechanic’s workshop. As a rule 
our modern employer looks out for his own interest 
first, and it is no secret that National Guardsmen 
frequently have difficulty in obtaining their consent 
even for tbe purpose of attending the 3 or 4 compul- 
sory annual turnouts. There are numerous cases in 
wae young National Guardsmen sacrifice their an- 
nual vacations to their suldierly ardor for the pur- 
pose of attending the Peekskill encampment. The 
difficulty of getting men away from their business 
even for half a day is the principal reason for hav- 
ing annual inspections at night time. All this goes 
to show that the time available to our young men 
to rfect themselves in military duties is very 
limited. 

European autumn manceuvres, as we understand 
them, are participated in by large masses of troops 
trained in all practical garrison and theoretical field 
duty, all subject at any time to the orders of their 
superiors and controlled by no other power or in- 
fluence. They are kept in camp for weeks, and the 
manceuvres are carried out according to well- 
matured plans, requiring great preparation. 

Until we have compulsory service (which will 
hardly be the case in the present generation), man- 
ceuvres on such a scale are out of the question, Sup- 
posing it were possible to get the Ist aud 2d Brigades 
“off” for an entire day or even two days, there 
would be no other alternative but to put them on so 
many trains or steamers and “dump” them in some 
field or wood, as has been the case in almost every 
attempt of anytbing of the kind in the past. There 
would be the usual helter skelter scramble, promis- 
cuous waste of blauk ammunition, everybody would 
return home tired, and nobody would be any the 
better off for bis trouble in a soldierly respect. To 
profit by manceuvres on a grand scale officers and 
men must be thoroughly familiar with what is 
termed garrison instruction. To bea good soldier 
in the field it is necessary to be a good “garrison 
soldier,” which implies at least babits of prompt 
obedience and discipiine, a knowledge of the proper 
eare of arms, ammuoition, etc., and of ordinary 
drill. To obtaia such men, standing armies are 
kept. Cowb>ys, bridge-jumpers, and men of that 
class possess individual * nerve,”’ but would we pre- 
fer them as soldiers on that account to men who 
know how to work together at the right moment 
and submit to the will of one directing mind? 

Considering the fact that under present circum- 
stances all we can do is to brivg our National 
Guardsmen to the standard of good “garrison sol- 
diers,’”’ ** fall manceuvres’’ must necessu:ily for the 

yresent remain athing of thefuture. No matter 

w much we may regret this state of affairs, it is 
nevertheless true and the wisest thing 1s to look it 
square in the face and do the best we can under the 
circumstances. This means to attend in the best 
possible manner to the individual education of the 
citizen soldier in the armory, supplement his 
acquirements there by field work in small encamp- 
tmhents, and try to teach him something about coast 
defence, as is now customary in the 12th regiment. 
The camps should be made as long as circum- 
stances will permit. Fall manceuvres are nice to 
write and talk about, but until we devise a system 
adapted to them they are impracticable. 





THE ANNUAL INSPECTIONS. 


Tue necessity for ascertaining the true condition 
of the regiments of the National Guard of New 
York has never been so urgent as it is at the present 
time. There isan apparently well founded impres- 
sion abroad that two regiments in New York City 
and one in Brooklyn are to be disbanded. [f such 
disbandments are to be made, they should, of 
course, be based ou the present military merits of 
the organizations concerned and particularly should 
no selections be made on political grounds. No dis- 


bhandments should be made without a thorough in- 
Spection of the whole force, and under circum- 
stances where concealment of actual condition as to 
efficiency and deceit wath regard to the real numeri- 
cal status cannot be 
in the field, im bi

racticed. This is only ible

Common justice, therefore, requires that inspections 
should be beld atsuch places and at such times as 
will afford an opportunity for this purpose. 

Since our short article in last week's issue we have 
received many communications endorsing our re- 
marks about this matter, and this we regard as an 
additional reason to those given above, why orders 
should be modified with regard to these inspections, 
so as to have them ia daytime and on suitable 
grounds. Places for the purpose can be obtained in 
various directions in the vicinity of New York at a 
very limited expense to the State. $400 or $500 would 
probably be sufficient for the entire eight regiments. 
While it is unjust to saddle any expense for trayel- 
ling to or from a place of inspection on any organiz- 
ation, the necessity of having all iuspected properly 
is manifest, and the State should, therefore, set 
aside the necessary amount. 





NATIONAL GUARD ITEMS. 


The visit of the officers of the 22d Regiment to Willet’s 
Point on Thursday, Sept. 2, to which we briefly referred in 
our last issue, in addition to being a highly enjoyable occa- 
sion to both Regulars aud National Guar('smen, was one of 
great profit,in a military respect, to the latter. They all 
speak in high terms of the hospitality of the regulars and 
their courtesy, but what interested them most were the 
mysteries of torpedo and engineer warfare. The visitors 
were treated to an exhibition of the skill of * those at the 
Point ” in managing the torpedo as well as their thorough 
knowledge of laying pontoon bridges. The perfection chown 
by the Regulars in dealing with both these branches of mili- 
tary instruction, called forth the warmest admiration of the 
citizen soldiers. After witnessing an admirable dress parade 
the whole party adjourned to Gregory's Hotel, where a fine 
supper was laid out and where newly made friendships were 
cemented over many a flowing bumper. 

The terms upen which the difficulty between the 7th Regi- 
ment and the veterans were adjusted have at last been pub- 
lished. The question had long ago ce to be one of gen- 
eral interest. Other regiments involved ay settled 
their difficulties, and lately the fight was kept up only in the 
jth. Here it developed into a series of mere nacsoual equab- 
bles, both sides apparently having no object beyond annoy- 
ing their opponents in every possible.manner. Tue important 
wilitary questions involved, upon which we took our stand 
in the beginning of the issue, were lost sight of long ago. 
It would seem that both parties made concessions, as will 
appear from the following terms of the agreement : 

1. The otficers and members of the Veteran Association, 
except those authorized by act of Congreas, will not here- 
after wear the insignia of military rank now in use by the 
National Guard and the United States Army. 

2. The military titles now in use by the field and company 
officers in the National Guard and the United States Army 
will not hereafter be used by the officers of the Veteran 
Association (except so far as requi by the enactment 
establishing a benevolent fund in the Veteran Association), 
and such other titles as may be selected by the association 
shall be hereafter used by its officers. 

8. The objections tothe use of such uniform or parts of 
uniform as the Veteran Association may prefer are with- 
drawn, provided such uniform is not similar tu that worn by 
the National Guard S. N. Y. 

4. That the Veteran Association shall have all the use of 
the veteran room that the lease of the armory site and the 
laws of the State will permit. 

5. That the existence of any association or society of 
exempt and veteran members of the 7th Regiment other 
than the * Veterans of the 7th Regiment ” and the “ Society 
of War Veterans of the 7th Regiment” shall cease or be dis- 
couraged. 

6. Hereafter any difference that may arise between the 
regiment and the Veteran Association on any subject shall 
be adjusted without publicity by the officers of the two 
organizations 

The regiment is very quiet now, but in a few weeks things 
will be very lively. Co. B will holda meeting to-morrow 
evening. 

On general principles we congratulate both jes that a 
- quarrel is ended, and while it is an acknow fuct that 
rows will occur in the best regulated families, it is to be 
— ‘that this will be the last of the kind in an organization 
as famous as the 7th Regiment. 

On Monday evening, Sept. 6, the 8th Regiment, by a 
unanmmous vote, clected Captain Henry Chauncey, Jr., of 
Company H, to the position of major, which had vacant 
since the resignation of Major Russell. Major-elect Chaun- 
ow has proven himself in every position he has heretofore 
held a fine soldier and a competent officer, and the 8th could 
hardly have made a better choice.

MARINE ENGINES IN THE NAVY. 


ARE the engines, boilers, and machinery of our 
ships of war what they are generally believed to 
be, or are we living in a kind of fools’ paradise, and 
reposing our faith and the safety of the nation ona 
delusion? 

It is perfectly well known that the propelling 


‘machinery of our men-of-war is not only very light, 


but that every possible endeavor is made to still 
further reduce weight. This is the popular belief. 
Let us see precisely what it means. e can only 
measure weight in marine or other steam engines by 
cmpees weight with power. The same engine 
may in this sense be either light or heavy, according 
to the amount of work got out of it. A set of en- 
gines and boilers weighing 500 tons may be regarded 
as very light if 10,000 indicated horse. power are de- 
veloped; it would he very gy fms ad if the engine 
indicated 1000-h. power only. ow taking Mr. Sen- 
nett as acompetent authority—which he admittedly 
is—and turning to the second edition of his valuable 
treatise ‘*On the Marine Engine,’’ we find that the 
weight of all the multifarious machinery in a modern 
man-of-war, in the shape of steam engines and 
er indicated horse- 
power with forced draught. e are told, further- 
more, that the forced draught augments the effi- 
ciency of a boiler by 66 to 70 percent. Consequently 
engines which weigh 224lb. per indicated horse- 
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power with forced draught, will weigh about 380 Ib. 
without it. The efficiency of a war vezsel is very 
largely affected by her speed, and if her bigh speed 
depends on forced draught for its existence, it fol- 
lows logically that the efficiency of the sbip so far 
will depend on the satisfactory performance of the 
forced draught system. If this is not quite satisfac- 
tory in every way—if, ina word, the results obtained 
on trial cannot be obtained uniformly, with cer- 
tainty, and at any time, then the efficiency of the 
ship is less than it pretends tahbe. If we look at. the 
figures given in our last imp ion. anumber of en- 
tries will be found like this: “ Benbow, 17 knots; 
coustructor's estimated speed with forced draught.” 
This kind of statement applies to a considerable 
number of our latest and presumably our best ships. 
Without forced draught the speed of theship would 
of course be smaller—possibly 15 knots, or a little 
less. The two knots or so are no doubt well worth 
ae ‘The question is, is it safe to reckon on get- 
ting them when they may be most wanted? This 
leads directly to another question, which is—Is the 
machinery now in our ships of war of such design 
and proportions that even without forced draught it 
ean be relied on to perform its duties for long pe- 
riods at a time when worked up to its full power ? 

We shall set one or two facts before our readers, 
and ask them to draw their own deductions. The 
first is that in design, proportions, and weights, the 
engine: of a modern man-of-war have no true ava- 
logue in the merchant service. The engines in a 
man-of-war, whatever their power, are smaller, and 
lighter, and more cramped for room than they are 
in any merchant steamer. It may be urged that this 
is the result of the peculiar conditions unde: which 
they have to be used, and that we must take our 
chance that they will work all right when wanted. 
Against such an argument asthis we have, of course, 
nothing to argue. Those who make it look honestly 
at the facts of the case. But this is not the view 
taken by the Admiralty or their advisers. These 
gentlemen hold that the marine engines of men-of- 
war are the best in the world, and that the practice 
of the commercial marine 1s all wrong. This, 1¢ will 
be seen, is taking very high ground, and against this 
view of the matter we enter our protest. We hold 
that the superintendivg engineers of our great ocean 
companies—such, for example, as the Cunard Com- 
pany—know perfectly well what is best for them; 
and that they have deliberately rejected the system 
of design adopted by our dockyard officials because 
experience has told them that their own methods 
are better than those of the dockyards, and they can 

oint with satisfaction to the results they obtain. 

he engines of the Etruria, for example, run with- 
out stop or trouble for a week continuously just as 
hard as they can be driven. The same thing may be 
said of hundreds of engines in the mercantile ma- 
rive, It cannot be said at all of any engines in a 
modern man-of-war. A six hours’ full speed trial is 
a M maximum exertion they are called upon to 
make. 

Furthermore, there is not at this moment half-a- 
dozen steam-going steamersin existence, excluding 
the Royal Navy, to which the forced draught sys- 
tem is applied. The mail steamer Ireland is the most 
| ster ney example outside Mr. Howden’‘s practice 

hat we can call to mind, and the engines on board 
the Ireland will drive her at over her contract speed 
without the aid of forced draught at all. Indeed, 
the fans are used rather to ventilate the stokeholes 
than to force the fires. A water-gauge of less than 
ein. is all they are called on to produce; and even 
if they were worked at full power it must be borne 
in miod that the maximum duration of a run is not 
more than four hours. While, then, the ablest and 





most experienced marine engineers in the world are 
feeling their way with yond mye caution 1p adopt- 
ing forced draught, we tind the Admiralty applying 
it to great warships with the utmost freedom, and 
staking the succees or failure of their designs on a 
system concerning which only the most limited ex- 
perience is possessed, and that experience, be it un- 
derstood, not altogether satisfactory, 

If our readers have followed us thus far they will 
understand now that we bring two definite charges 
against the dockyards, namely, that they are using 
machinery much smaller, lighter, und more cramp- 
ed in proportion to the power developed than dare 
be adopted in the mercantile marine; and that fur- 
thermore they are freely adopting the forced 
draught system of urging furnaces without ade- 
quate and necessary experience of the results to be 
obtained from it. 

Again, a third charge is involved in this, namely, 
that if machinery is now too small and light for the 
power developed with natural draught, it must be 
still worse off with forced draught. It will, no 
doubt, be urged that we are completely in error, 
and that the shipowners and engineers of this coun- 
try are far too slow and too conservative—that they 
have not “go” enough, nor sufficient originality. 
Such statements carry their own refutation, and re- 
quire no comment. Against the further argument 
that the engines of our warships are ull perfect, or 
nearly so, as machinery can be, we reply that this is 
a statement which has no foundation but pure 
assumption. Until an engine has been tried, no one 
can tell whether its performance will be satisfactory 
or not. But there is not a set of propelling ma- 
chinery in any modern man of-war which has been 
worked up to its ed gene! for even a single week 
together. Can any of our dockyard readers name a 
vessel, not atroopship, which has steamed at full 
epost for a distance of even 1,000 milea? If so we 
shall be glad to have particulars. As to the forced 
draught, on which so much is made to depend, has a 
run exceeding six hours ever been made with forced 
draught? How many runs of even four hours have 
been made without a breakdown of some kind? 
Has not one of the latest additions to the navy come 
recently to utter grief in the engine-room? Are the 
Admiralty prepared to send a man-of-war for a trip 
across the Atlantic, with instructions to get across 
as fast as it is in the power of steam to take her? Of 
course not. We have been told that it is quite un- 
necessary to be able to rnn a shipof war at full 
speed for more than a few hours atatime. But is it 
not conceivable that it might be of the utmost im- 
portance to place alarge squadron at some point 
within afew hours? Let us suppose that a Russian 
fleet threatened the shores of Scotland while the 
Channel fleet was cruising at the South of Ireland, 
what would speed be worth then? It is, however, 
mere waste of paper to argue that if our ships are 
fitted with engines which can only be worked up to 
m3ximum power for a few hours, they are not what 
they ought to be, or what the country believes them 
to be. 

The reticence of the Admiralty authorities is such 
that the nation is in complete ignorance concerning 
the performance of the  —% | for which the 
yan ae tne pays so large a price. 0 one save the 
dockyard authorities and the contractors is ever 
allowed on board during a trial, if, indeed, we ex- 
cept the representative of one non-technical jour- 
nal, presumably not an engineer, and with his 
mouth sealed by the very nature of the conditions 
under which he is permitted to be on board. Of the 
successes achieved we hear freely enough; of the 
failures we never hear, unless they result in so 
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impossible. The trial trip of a man-of-war finds its 
precise analogue iu a race horse. The fleet creature 
traverses his three or even four miles at a tremend- 
ous pace, but he could pot continue the exertion for 
a quarter of an hour. If our readers were behind 
the scenes and really knew what takes place in the 
engine and boiler-rooms of a man-of-war making 
her six hours trial, they would have no difficulty 10 
womens the resemblance between the ship and the 
orse. 





FOREIGN ITEMS. 


CERTAIN Spanish men-of-war's men on the north- 
ern coast of Jamaica are said to have behaved like 
pirates. 

Tae grand manceuvres of the French cavalry com- 
menced week before last at Chalons, where 12 regi- 
ments belonging to the 2d and 6th independent divi- 
sions are operating under the command of Gen. 
Lhotte, who has succeeded the Marquis de Galiffet 
as president of the Cavalry Committee. 


Tue Spanish Government intends to spend $38,000,- 
000 in the construction of 11 cruisers of from 3,000 to 
5,000 tons; 10 torpedo-cruisers, of from 1,000 to 1,500 
tons; 96 first-class torpedo boats, of from 100 to 120 
tons; 42 second-class torpedo-boats, of from 60 to 70 
tons; and a transport vessel of 3,000 tons. 

Tue Italian War Minister Brin, says the Esercito 
Italiano (Rome), has issued an order of the day, to 
be read befor: the officers, men, and civil employees 
of the naval arsenals of the kingdom, by which all 
documents, maps, and plans of whatever description 
are regarded as secrets. the betrayal of which witl 
be visited upon an offender with the utmost rigor 
of the law. 

THe grand military manceuvresin the neighbor- 
hood of St. Petersburg, which commenced Aug. 19, 
were concluded on Aug. 23, after which the various 
foreign officers took leave of the Emperorand Emp- 
ress. Some interesting experiments in the attack 
and defence of field fortifications. oth by day 
aod by night, were the distinguishing feature. 
The operations in the Lithuania District are, ac- 
cording to present orders, to be kept secret, but two 
large forces will be employed in operating against 
each other. One from Warsaw, consisting of 80,000 
infantry. 10,000 cavalry and 288 guns, and another 
from Wilna of some 65,000 infantry, 7,000 cavairy and 
240 guus. [tis understood tbat in the course of 
these manceuvres extensive raids and forced 
Marches will be practiced, for the purpose of ob- 
taining reliable data as to the efficiency of the vast 
force of dragoous now adopted by Russia. 

Tue St. Stephen’s Review, which is close to the 
Foreign Office, gives this as gossip: I am in a posi- 
tion to state that but for the attitude taken by the 
Queen on the Bulgarian question Prince Alexander 
would at the present moment be interned in Russia 
and possibly in a fortress. It was decided by a tele- 

ram received at St. Petersburg from Balmoral. 
Phat produced his release, and nothing elae. The 
Emperor of Germany was annoyed that the firat 
wire from Balmoral to the Czar, which was a serious 
one, was sent before his advice was sought.

THE Railroad Gazette remarks that no less than 
tive explosions of hollow cast iron pistons have oc- 
curred in French workshops in the last 20 years in 
reheating these pistons—generally for the purpose 
of removing the piston rod. Investigation into the 
interior of a piston in use for eleven years showed 
the existence of a brown substance contaiuing fatty 
matter, oxide of irov, peroxide of iron, and carbon. 
itis thought that a certain quantity of water had 
been forced into the cavity in service either through 
the iron or through imperfections in the plugs with 
which the original core support cavities were filled. 
This water in forming oxide of iron set free its hy- 
drogen, which filled the piston cavity. Tne recom- 
bination of this hydrogen with the oxygen at a low 
red heat would produce the explosion, and 1t is re- 
commended that all such pistons should be tapped 
before reheating.
